Christianity, however, would render 
praise and adoration to the Creator for 
ordaining it to be and accepting such a 
crime, perpetrated upon a pure and holy 
man, as an atonement for the sins of the 
world. 


If there lived on earth today a hu- 
man father possessing a wise and noble 
child, also others who are ignorant, way- 
ward and vicious, who would condemn 
the innocent one to a humiliating death 
that he might wash the sinful ones in 
his blood and be able to forgive thein, 
if such a father lived, he would not be 
tolerated in any civilized country. 


The very idea is revolting in its sym- 
bologv—for justice and reason declare 
that humanity shall reap as it sows, and 
experience proves that it is so.

No child should be taught that the 
word of the God of Abraham, Isaac and 
Jacob was the word of God the Al- 
mighty, Omniscient Father of the Uni- 
verse as we realize that universe today, 
or God the Father as taught by Jesus. 

Take the account of the life of Abra- 
ham as given in Genesis. After read-' 
ing carefully the 16th chapter of Gene- 
sis, one wonders that the "Lord" gave 
his sole attention to a man capable of 
actions which, if repeated in the present 
day, would not be tolerated. Abraham's 
treatment of Hagar and her child might 
be expected of am uneducated savage, 
but not from one upon such good terms 
with a being whom Christians are called 
upon to reverence and worship as om- 
niscient, omnipresent and holy. These 
are not manifestations of the great infi- 
nite principle direct, but through the 
writings of men whose minds were 
tainted with impure and immoral quali- 
ties, "Jehovah" was the God only of 
Israel, whom generations have been 
taught to look upon as the Creator's 
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chosen people, to the exclusion of all 
other nations. Nations who were more 
intelligent and humane than the Israel- 
ites were murdered, robbed and tortured 
that the "chosen people" should have 
fine purple, scarlet and linen.

.should be slaughtered innocent animals, 
while they danced to music and held in 
their hands the parts of their victims, 
to "shake them before the Mercy Seat 
unto the Lord," a ceremony called the 
"wave offering."

She still follows the ideals 
of the savage tribes of Israel in holding 
up the bleeding Lamb of God, a bar- 
barous symbol of a savage age, as a 
means of attaining eternal life. 

Christianity has accomplished much 
for humanity, not because of such er- 
rors, but in spite of them, for it has 
held a little leaven of the Christ spirit 
which is destined to leaven the whole 
of the human race. 

Why should not this view be consid- 
ered rationally and in accordance with 
the knowledge and experience of the 
twentieth century, and a contrast drawn 
between the Jehovah or guide of that 
barbarous people in comparison with 
Our Father in Heaven to whom Jesus 
taught us to pray?

On a recent date, at, the Midland In- 
stitute, London, England, Sir Oliver 
Lodge delivered a lecture explaining his 
interesting philosophy of life and his be- 
lief in certain psychological phenomena.

Telepathy, or clairvoyance, he de- 
clared, must be regarded as having prac- 
tically established certain facts too nu- 
merous and too well authenticated to be 
doubted, but this science was still in the 
rudimentary stage. 

"We would be clearly wrong." said the 
lecturer, "in assuming that all automatic 
messages are not of a genuine character.

The fact that the higher faculties of the 
soul have no special sphere of employ- 
nient in the struggle for existence ap- 
pears to suggest the coming of a fuller 
and larger existence.

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The Gospel of the Stars.

grow fat on the corpses thrown over- 
board in the naval battles." The "mul- 
lets" mean simply fish in French. From 
the position of this verse in the divisions 
of the works of Nostradamus it could 
only apply in the years 1906, 1907 and 
1905, In 1906 the conjunction was in the 
sixth degree of Pisces and in 1907 it was 
in the eighteenth degree of Pisces, In 
1905 the conjunction of Sun and Saturn 
occurs in 0^ 13’ Aries, being only 


13' of arc from the last degree of a^wa- 
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tery sign, Pisces. It is almost certain 
that Nostradamus could not have com- 
puted the position of this last conjunction 
to the minute, for he used the Rudolphine 
tables and they will not give Saturn quite 
so much longitude as he really has. In 
Saturn's period of 236 years and 3? de- 
ductive in the Rudolphine tables there is 
a discrepancy of nearly 5? in some cases. 
This discrepancy would be to make the 
Rudolphine calculations fall a little short, 
hence instead of this last conjunction 
` falling in Aries as it does they would 
make it fall in Pisces. It is quite reas- 
onable to presume that Nostradamus cal- 
culated the conjunction of 1908 to fall at 
about the 26th degree of Pisces. This 
degree is symbolized by a woman cutting 
off the head of a sleeping man, by a man 
in feudal armor and by a lone red flag 
on a high staff. The 27th degree is the 
exaltation of Venus and the sign is the 
triplicity of Mars as day and night gov- 
ernor. 

There is much diversity of opinion rc- 
garding the quality and character of the 
seership of Nostradamus, but it seems to 
be settled on the best authority that he 
calculated the time for all his visions by 
the tables of Regiomontanus and Kepler. 
He seems to have seen an event in a 
trance state and then calculated its time 
by the tables then in use among astrol- 
ogers and astronomers. This seer seems 
to have witnessed scenes which were of 
such a character that he could describe 
them in minute detail, even to the small- 
est trivialities, and these utterly insigni- 
ficant trivialities furnished catch-words, 
puns and jokes for him to use as a basis 
for the entire eventuality. He certainly 
hinted most uncomfortably close at most 
of the greater events that have trans- 
pired since his day while apparently de- 
tailing some funny and far-fetched 
“josh” or “jolly-up” as they call it these 
days. In detailing the war of rebellion 
in the United States he remarked that 
the point of the joke was that the very 
same men who fought each other so 
fiercely over an indistinct cause and on 
both sides for a questionable principle, 
would at the end of it unite in a brother- 
ly embrace and hug, kiss and make up. 
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We now have battleships that float on 
the surface of the sea, battle ships that 
move underneath the surface of the sea 
and vessels of war that navigate the air 
above the sea, each one in each brigade 
connected by wireless telegraphic com- 
munication. We have explosives that are 
sufficiently powerful to kill two thousand 
men in a battleship at one explosion, 
guns that can shoot out of sight and de- 
stroy a fortification, and we have a mo- 
bilizing power at least ten times more 
efficient than that in the armies used by 
Cincinnatus. 

Why not a naval battle? Why not fat- 
ten up the mullets?

Hope and Health. 


"Know, then, whatever cheerful and 
serene supports the mind, supports the 
body, too. Hence the most vital move- 
ment mortal feels is hope."—Jo/n Arm- 
strong. 

Hope has the power to turn the eb- 
bing tide of life back to health. Hope 
is more potent than drugs, without its 
subtle force they may not prove effec- 
tual. 

These are trite statements. Everyone 
knows that they are true, and yet there 
was a time when intelligence first sug- 
gested them and progress demanded 
that they become established facts. 

Intelligence has further suggested an 
investigation as to why physical 
strength fails when the light of hope 
dies, and vitality becomes vigorous 
when it is kept brightly burning. 

Research for replies to such inquiries 
reveals great possibilities latent in the 
mind and marvels of correlation be- 
tween all forms of movement or exist- 
ence. 

As applied to the subject of hope 
and its relations to health, it has been 
ascertained that certain sound vibrations 
may become powerful aids in sustaining 
or inculcating hope, and may be scien- 
tifically applied in cases of melancholia 
and other forms of diseased mind. Col- 
ors are found to be remedial also. It is 
not a difficult, obtruse  problem—the 
vitalizing power of hope over the body. 
If one guards his thoughts from pessi- 
mistic tendencies, he builds a strong 
fortification against all forms of disease, 
There was a man who was inclined to 
the "blues." He yielded to them with- 
out restraint, and the habit became a 
part of his life. He entered upon a 
business career with the assurance to 
his friends that it would be his luck to 
“come out of the little end of the horn,” 
and when some favorable influence 
brought him a measure of success, he 
replied to the fact by saying that “it 


ought to be many times greater to 
amount to anything—that it meant noth- 
ing.” If he received $100 in remit- 
tances, he invariably said, “it ought to 
be many times that amount" This 
habit grew upon him. 

He, however, met a woman who 
dared to venture upon a life journey 
with him, and when he was congratu- 
lated, he replied that she was “a good 
woman, too good to live; that she would 
soon die and leave him." Slowly but 
surely the effects began to appear. His 
presence distressed and depressed his 
family, his business associates were re- 
pelled and disheartened. The family 
bore it patiently, but the business part- 
ners freed themselves from him. Brief- 
lv, his cheerless, hopeless mental state 
poisoned the digestive fluids, and a dis- 
ease of the brain developed which was 
called incurable. A physician who had 
some original ideas regarding the treat- 
ment of the human organism when it 
became ill, was given charge of his case. 

Being a resident of an inland state, 
the patient was taken to a seacoast vil- 
lage in the state of Maine. The room 
he occupied was bright and cheerful, 
with rich red and sunny yellow touches 
of color skillfully arranged to brighten 
the shadowy corners; the very atmos- 
phere of the room seemed to be impreg- 
nated with cheer. 

Each day he heard joy-inspiring mu- 
sic composed in the keys of C or G, for 
they are the tones of the Sun and Mars, 
vitalizing and beneficial, as are also the 
colors red and gold. His diet was sim- 
ple and nourishing—not stimulating. 
Much time was spent in the open air, 
invariably pleasantly employed observ- 
ing or exercising. Frequently brisk 
walks were taken, always with an ob- 
ject in view, such as to see the great 
ocean steamer pass a certain point, or 
to see the children building their sand 
forts and pyramids, before the tide

Also form a rhythm of 
the breath and thoughts with the steps 
when walking, and soon your depression 
will vanish and life will seem myster- 
iously brighter. 


Dr. J. M McCormack, a leading mem- 
ber of the American Medical Associa- 
tion, says that à third of the persons— 
5,700,000 in all—who died or suffered ill- 
ness last year, might have remained in 
perfect health had they observed the 
rules of right and rational living. The 
doctor thus calls our attention to a spe- 
cies of race suicide as prevalent as any 
known. 

Neglect of self is almost as sure a 
method of self-murder as the rope, the 
pistol or the bottle of poison. Criminal 
negligence each year deprives the world 
of brain and brawn which it sadly needs 
for its proper development. Some who 
die prematurely are the victims of the 
crimes of others, but many are respon- 
sible for their own deaths.

Are you going to keep yourself, your 
house, your office, your factory and your 
habits clean? 

Don't you know that 750,000 persons 
have died of tuberculosis in the United 
States in the last four years, most of 
them because they neglected the laws of 
health and hygiene? 
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* Hypnotism, a Help in Suffering. 


“Those stubborn people who simply did 
not believe that such a thing as hypno- 
tism existed have probably slowly died 
out,” writes Professor Münsterberg, in 
the January McClure's, in an article on 
"Hypnotism and Crime" He adds: 
"Every one may agree at least in this: 
that hypnotism is not without serious 
consequences, and is therefore certainly 
not a plaything; and, secondly, that hyp- 
notism is for many nervous and mental 
disorders a highly effective remedy, 
when applied by the experienced physi- 
cian. It has brought and will bring 
health and, through that, happiness to 
uncounted sufferers, and therefore it has 
come to stay." 

Professor Münsterberg — deprecates, 
however, that, on the other hand, "the 
dime novel and, alas! the dollar-and-a- 
half novel have made full use of this 
convenient instrument of criminal won- 
ders; and the newspaper public reads. 
often without any realization of the dif- 
ference, stories of hypnotic crime which 
might easily have taken place, by the 
side of others which are absolutely im- 
possible. There is nowhere a standard, 
and it may, therefore, be worth while to 
take a. bird's-eye view of the whole field 
in which hypnotism and crime come, 
really or supposedly, in contact with 
cach other."

That old song from the pulpit roll. 


It seems to me like a selfish ery— 

This telling a man that the only thing 
Of any importance here below 

Is saving himself from a future sting. 


Far nobler, far better it seems to me 
To tell a man to save some other; 
To send him up and down through the 
world 
Seeking and saving his fallen brother.” 


Likewise, the true poet echoes these 
words of Ella Wheeler Wilcox:

That shine from countless sources. Tear

The blinds of superstition; let the light

It would probably be news to many 


in the churches if they were to be told 
that the poets whom they admire and 
for whom they name their afternoon 
literary clubs were out-and-out Liberals, 
men who were in no sense orthodox or 
sectarian.

Behold the great galaxy of American 
poets,—Emerson, Longíe Whittier, 
Holmes, Lowell, Bryant.

Emerson was even too broad for the 
Unitarians. Bryant shocked the religi-

ous world when a mere boy with 
“Thanatopsis.” Whittier sung of “The 
Eternal Goodness” and confessed that 


his shoulders were too weak to bear the 
iron creeds. Longfellow, Holmes, and 
Lowell were all men of the broadest 
religious vision and insight, and would 
have been labeled heretics by a pope or 
Yet their poetry,—it 
teems with the sublimest religious utter- 


bishop. read 
ance, truths that echo the faith and the 
trust of the psalmist. 

I should have to seek long among the 
writings of avowed Liberals to find a 
stronger, clearer statement of the Liberal 
faith than is contained in those words of 
Browning: 

“I see my way as birds their trackless 
way. 

I shall arrive. 
first 

I ask not: but unless God send his hail, 

Or blinding fire-balls, sleet or stifling 


What time, what circuit 


snow, 
In some time, his good time, I, shall 
arrive: 
He guides me and the bird. In his good 
time, 


If I stoop 
Into a dark tremendous sea of cloud, 
It is but for a time: I press God's lamp 
Close to my breast; its splendor soon or 
late 
Will pierce the 
one day. 


gloom: I shall emerge 


Its wiser being 


good than bad;

We hear it said nowadays that that 
Jewish Bible our mothers used to read, 
is obsolete. Has it ever occurred to you 
that, between the lids of that book is to 
be found some of the sublimest poetry 
of the world, as great as Shakespeare 
and greater? Yet it is so. The psalm- 
ists were poets, and what gems of the 
poet's art are the 23d and 91st psalms. 
We might speak also of portions of the 
prophecies of Isaiah, and too, of the Ser- 
mon on the Mount. Has a greater poem 
ever been written than Paul's 13th chap- 
ter of Ist Corinthians? "'Tho' I speak 
with the tongues of men and of angels." 

Jesus of Nazareth, that great prophet 
of God who spoke “as one having au- 
thority," was not a theologian, or phil- 
osopher, or founder of a church, but was 
a teacher who spoke because he had a 
message, and lived as naturally as the 
birds of the air. His was the poet's 
temperament. His words are rich in 
poetic imagery. He lived on the heights, 
and yet dwelt among men. 

The Poetry of the Liberal Faith 
springs forth in the writings of the 
Bible prophets and teachers; it bubbles 
forth from the hearts of the greatest 
poets of ancient and modern times; it 
illumines an otherwise dark horizon by 
sudden flashes of light like unto the 
mighty forks of lightning that, in the 
darkness of the night transform the sky 
into a sea of fire. 

The broader outlook upon Life, the 
truer conception of man, the reasonable- 
ness of Faith and Trust,—all this is 
voiced eloquently and sweetly in the song 
of the poet. Indeed, we of the Liberal 
Faith, though not understood by our 
brethren in many of the churches, though 
ostracized by them it may be, still are 
not alone, but have for our friends and 
companions and inspirers these greatest 
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minds of the ages who were seers ..- 
prophets in verse. 
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Some Thoughts About Music.

And in Bible history we read that the 
evil spirits departed from that strangely 
weak and oft-times. grand character, 
King Saul, when David played the harp 
before him.

The writer once heard ex-Senator 
Todd relate a beautiful story of how the 
singing of "Jesus Lover of My Soul" 
saved the life of a southern soldier. This 
soldier was on picket duty, and as he 
tramped back and forth on his lonely 
watch beneath the midnight stars the 
silence became oppressive, and he began 
to sing the beautiful old hymn. Clear 
and tense his voice floated out in the 
still night air until he reached the closing 
lines: "Safe into thy haven guide, Oh 
receive my soul at last." 

Dreams of his faraway home and the 
longing heart waiting there came rush- 
ing o'er his soul and his voice faltered 
over the last words. Then suddenly 
from a thicket a few feet away came a 
rustling sound and once more the singer 
was the soldier alert, and on guard. 
Ready to fire, he listened, but the sound 
did not come again. And once again 
the soldier began singing to while away 
the lonely hours of his watch, and no 
other sound disturbed him until the dawn 
broke fair and sweet across the waking 
world. 

Many years later, in a southern town, 
a party of gray-haired veterans were re- 
lating stories and experiences of the 
war between the states. And one of 
these gray-haired heroes told a story of 
how he had once been sent out as a spy, 
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and how as he neared the lines of the 
southern army he had been stopped by 
the voice of the soldier on guard sing- 
ing, “Jesus Lover of My Soul.” “Once 
I raised my gun to fire,” he said, “but 
at that moment from the singer's lips 
came the words, sweet and clear, ‘Other 
refuge have I none; Hangs my helpless 
soul on thee.’ After that,” he continued, 
"| could not shoot and I listened until 
that voice melted my soul to tender 
tears." 

The circle around him had grown 
wonderfully silent and one of the men 
held out his hand. "I was the soldier 
who sang," he said simply.

I 
have been preaching for some twenty- 
five years, but for the last six years have 
been in the practice of medicine, preach- 
ing part of the time.

Judge Edmonds a Spiritualist. 


In an address delivered by Mr. W. H. 
Terry before the members of V. A. S., 
in Melbourne, Australia, he spoke of the 
pioneers of modern Spiritualism, and 
particularly of Judge J. W. Edmonds, a 
former judge of the Supreme Court of 
New York. And Mr. Terry gives Judge 
Edmonds' own words relative to his posi- 
tion regarding the investigating he con- 
ducted in conjunction with an officer of 
high rank in the army and a former pro- 
fessor at West Point, as follows: 

"Now, under all these circumstances, 
what was I, as an honest man, blessed 
with common sense, to do? Had I a 
right to disregard the evidence of my 
own senses, enlightened by patient in- 
quiry and the deductions of my own 
deliberate judgment drawn from that 
evidence? Could I reject a weight of 
evidence that was allowed to prevail in 
all human transactions, and without 
which the earth would be a bedlam? If 
I did, on what was I to rest my judg- 
ment? What, indeed, but caprice, or 
arbitrary will, or the opinion of others! 
No, I could not thus trifle with my rea- 
son. The responsibility was too great, 
and I therefore brought to bear on this 
subject the same faculties which were 
daily at work within me, in passing judg- 
ment on the life, liberty, or property of 
my fellow-men, and the result at which 
I arrived was an inevitable one. And I 
venture to say, from all my observation 
in this matter, that such must be, as 
such has been, the result in every candid 
mind that will give the subject an impar- 
tial examination. It is this which daily 
causes hundreds who are convinced 
against their will, and in defiance of all 
preconceived opinions, to wheel into the 
spiritual column, It is this which causes 
the tide of spiritualism, fed from these 
thousand rills, to swell rapidly against 
the barriers of error and superstition. 
It is this, among other things, which tells 
me to beware lest these revelations be of 


God, and it be impiety to doubt them. 
There was, however, another element 
in the phenomena which had immense 
influence with me, and that was the in- 
telligence displayed by this unseen pow- 
er. That was almost always manifested 
at every interview, and the question that 
obviously presented itself on the very 
outset was, whether that was from the 
mind of any mortal present, or from 
some other source? So that, even if it 
had been established that the sounds and 
physical manifestations of which I have 
been speaking were produced by mortal 
agency, still the question remained, 
whence came the intelligence that was 
displayed? For instance: What was 
the power that read the thoughts which 
I had buried for a quarter of a century 
in the depths of my heart? What the 
power that knew my interrogatory the 
instant it was formed in my mind? What 
the power that read the questions which 
I had written in the solitude of my 
study? What the power that revealed 
my secret purposes to the bystanders, 
and the purposes of others to me? 
Before those questions could be an- 
swered satisfactorily, to me at least, the 
whole character of that intelligence, and 
all the phases and forms in which it dis- 
played itself, must be understood. It 
seemed to me that it would have been 
rash indeed to have attempted to pro- 
nounce a judgment on one or two or a 
few exhibitions of it only. Nor did I; 
but carefully for months, aye! and now 
for years, have I watched it, and there 
is no possible solution of it that I can 
imagine that can bring it to any other 
complexion than that it is out of and 
beyond mere mundane existence—in oth- 
er words, that it is super-terrestrial.”

The Great Brain Specialist. 


Dr. Albert Wilson, of London. 
Dr. Wilson, of London, England, the 


great brain specialist, says: “There is 


no separation between the mind and the 
brain, and the whole question of respon- 
sibility depends upon the pyramidal lay- 
er or cortical department of the brain.” 
He also says that, “This knowledge en- 
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ables us to understand and unravel the 
mysteries of crime in a greater or less 
degree, and it should be used as a new 
standard of measurement in dealing 
with the punishment of the wrong-doer. 
It does not mean that we-should excuse 
crime, but that it should be treated en- 
tirely on new lines. The antiquated law 
methods of so much punishment for so 
much wrong-doing is too fossilised to 
deserve any toleration. There are crim- 
inals so constructed that they can never 
go straight under any circumstances, 
and they should be dealt with specially 
and humanely by the state. We cannot 
look for normal brain amongst the poor, 
who are devastated by alcohol, disease, 
and starvation. Therefore, it is a mis- 
taken idea to expect as much responsi- 
bility from a working lad as from a 
properly brought-up, well-fed young 
man of the upper classes. The brain 
feebleness of the working classes of to- 
day is largely due to state methods of 
education. No longer are the working 
classes full of fire and capable of enter- 
ing into the competition of life. The 
cause is due to destructive influence of 
enforced education on the ill-nourished 
poor. i 

“I consider it the most hopeful part 
of all my researches that they have 
helped to demonstrate both the existence 
of the soul and the possibility and prob- 
ability of its continued existence after 
death. 

“The soul is a superstructure of the 
mind, and so, according to the laws of 
the conservation of energy, the soul is 
bound to go on living. We must treat 
the soul as the highest forms of energy. 
One begins at the lowest forms of vital 
energy in the shape of muscular move- 
ment, which can easily be measured. 
Then comes nerve motion, and we can 
measure its velocity, but we have no 
power of estimating what nerve motion 
is, although we can see the effect of 
motion in the further changes in the 
nerve cells, consisting in the altered ap- 
pearance of the stainable granules. We 
then pass from the nerve cells which re- 
ceive impressions and from others which 
emit motion, to a new type of cell, the 
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association cell. This is feebly repre- 
sented in the lower creation, but it is a 
special feature of the human brain, and 
is connected with mind, thought, mem- 
ory, emotion, ideation. 

“The human mind is a miracle, but is 
it the end? We have every reason to 
believe it is not, because there is no 
science in which we have reached the 
ultimate goal of its capacity. There is 
every reason, then, to believe that there 
is something beyond the mind, and 
something built on the mind, just as the 
mind is built on the brain. We have 
such remarkable psychological exper- 
iences of what we term spiritual and 
religious phenomena that there must be 
a basis for them. The only hypothesis 
or basis is what we term the soul, as an 
actual vital force.”

A few weeks ago the

movements of an aerial ship which tloat- 
ed gracefully over the thousands of build- 
ngs in the great metropolis, propelled at

miles. This aerial ship was constructed 
and owned by the government, and Lon- 
doners probably felt that in time of war 
they would be provided with enough of 
such air craft for the purpose of observ- 
ing the forces of an enemy, as well as to 
drop explosives therefrom. 

Paris has been experimenting success- 
fully for several years with similar air- 
ships, and the Frenchmen are far in ad- 
vance of the Britishers in this class of 
experiments.

The Sagacity of Animals. 


In a recent work on the Alps, in the 
chapter devoted to avalanches, H. Ber- 
lepsch gives (says the "Uebersinnliche 
Welt") some curious examples of the 
manner in which many animals seem 
able to foretell the approach of an aval- 
anche. Chamois avoid slopes which are 
often visited by falls of snow, the moun- 
tain starlings descend to the valleys, and 
the dogs who are employed to search for 
travelers, especially on the Simplon, be- 
come uneasy and howl loudly before an 
avalanche. Horses are still more sensi- 
tive, they feel the coming storm and has- 
ten homewards, and even the quietest and 
most peaceable animals become unruly 
and unmanageable. In one Alpine vil- 
lage the inhabitants relied almost entire- 
ly on the sagacity of a horse. 

On one occasion, when drawing a 
sledge, he absolutely refused to advance 
beyond the entrance to a narrow moun- 
tain pass, neighing loudly to protest 
against man's stupidity. At last he was 
compelled bv blows to proceed, but the 
sledge had hardly entered the gorge when 
it was overwhelmed by an avalanche, in 
which all perished.—M. Schwabe.

Writing by Wire. 


Is the telegraph instrument, with its 
code of dots and dashes, doomed? 
may well ask the question after learning 
about the “telewriter,” the latest scientific 
marvel, by which it is possible to write 
a message which is produced simultan- 
eously miles away in fascimile writing. 
This wonderful machine has already been 
brought to such a state of simplicity and 
perfection that it is in use in several 
London offices, and ere long will probably 
be used as largely as the telephone is 
today. As a matter of fact, the machine 
consists of a sender and receiver, with 
telephone attached, and it is connected 
to the ordinary telephone line without 
interfering in any way' with its service. 
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The sending portion of the telewriter is 
a little table wth a roll of paper, on which 
the message is written with a pencil con- 
nected to two arm-like levers, which con- 
trol the resistances. As the pencil writes 
the message, the receiver of the instru- 
ment at the other end traces the fac- 
simile in ink. The telephone can be used 
in the ordinary way when wanted, while 
the simple act of taking up the pencil 
switches the telewriter into action. 

The instrument is used in a hundred 
ways where a telephone might be unde- 
sirable. For example, messages in the 
sender's own handwriting can be sent in- 
stantaneously to someone without any 
third party overhearing, as is possible in 
the case of a telephone. A message can 
be signed, and the signature is just as 
convincing as if it were the original, 
while the time which would be taken in 
sending a messenger is saved, and yet a 
record of the message can be kept. The 
chance of bogus messages is thus reduced 
to a minimum. 

A remarkable feature of this machine 
is that sketches and designs can also be 
sent by wire. As soon as the sender's 
pencil is taken up, the pen of the receiv- 
er, miles and miles away, comes out of 
the ink, and, moving as if by magic, 
traces exactly what is written or drawn 
at the other end. Among other things 
it is proposed to use the telewriter for 
advertising purposes, and ere long we 
may expect to see writing without hands 
being done in shop windows in order to 
attract the passers-by.

upon. It is the business side of it. Mod- 
ern business with its immense responsi- 
bilities; up-to-date industrialism with its 
labor-savng machinery and attendant 
danger to human life; the whirlwind 
time made by our passenger trains and 
fast freights; the space annihilation made 
possible by the introduction of the tur- 
bine engines in the ocean-going palaces, 
all call for a high order of men. 

It has become necessary in this day of 
keen competition to have men with clear 
heads to transact business. The time has 
come when it is recognized that if a 
man’s brain is befuddled with liquor in 
business hours, his rival will take advan- 
tage of the occasion to gain ground. It 
has therefore become imperative for 
business generals to be sober and alert. 
They now demand the same qualities in 
their men, 

So it is with

This was not alone because liquor drink-

and happier homes was a cheering result, 
but the fundamental cause of the change 
was pure business. 

Owing to the increasing strenuosity of 
life the demand for a higher and higher 
stage of physical and mental perfection 
in men has become imperative. The 
question now arises, has this not been 
an important factor in the ease with 
which the prohibition movement has 
spread throughout the country? Does it 
not also furnish a most powerful weapon 
to those earnestly desiring the better- 
ment of conditions? 

Within the hands of the employing 
element lies the power to enforce the 
rule of strict sobriety. Let it be under- 
stood that upon sobriety depends a man's 
position, and there will be less drunken- 
ness. The corporations may have many 
financial sins to answer for, but it must 
be acknowledged that in this respect they 
have done a world of good. As a result 
of their strict enforcement of the rule of 
sobriety there are today many more hap- 
py wives and mothers, than there were 
years ago.
